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CONSENSUS TEXT ON KOREA - 

AT MEETING OF COSPONSORS OF FRIENDLY KOREAN RES, NETHERLANDS 
REP FACK REVEALED THAT, WITH APPROVAL OF ROK, HE NEGOTIATED 
WITH ALGERIANS TEXT OF CONSENSUS STATEMENT ON KOREA - EXPECTED 
TO BE READ BY COMITE 1 CHAIRMAN NOV. 21 AND LATER BY GA PRES - 
WHICH URGES NORTH AND SOUTH KOREA TO CONTINUE DIALOGUE, 

REFERS TO IULY 4, 1972 IOINT COMMUNIQUE, AND DISSOLVES UNCURK. 
NEITHER OF OPPOSING RESES WILL BE PUT TO VOTE. ROK AMB PARK 
AND OTHER COSPONSORS COMMENDED NETHERLANDS FOR SUCCESSFUL 
EFFORT AND GAVE APPROVAL TO CONSENSUS. COSPONSORS OF ALGERIAN 
RES ALSO AGREED TO CONSENSUS. 

PARK EXPLAINED TO FRIENDLY COSPONSORS THAT WHILE ROK HAD 
DECIDED NOT SEEK DEFERRAL OF DEBATE IT WAS CONCERNED THAT 
CONFRONTATION AT UN WOULD BE UNHELPFUL TO NORTH-SOUTH DIALOGUE. 
HE WAS ALSO CONCERNED OVER EFFECT THIRD-PARTY EFFORTS (TUNISIA, 
INDIA) TO PREPARE COMPROMISE RESES WOULD HAVE ON TACTICAL 
POSITION TO DEFEAT HOSTILE RES AND HE HAD AUTHORIZED 
NETHERLANDS REP TO SOUND OUT OTHER SIDE. FACK SAID HE HAD 
CONTACTED ALGERIANS WHO LATER REPORTED DPRK HOSPITABLE TO 
CONSENSUS EFFORT AND RAPID NEGOTIATIONS FOLLOWED. FRIENDLY 
COSPONSORS AGREED TO CONSENSUS BUT ASKED THAT FACK AND ALGERIANS 
SEE THAT COSPONSORS OF COMPROMISE TEXTS WELL AS BAROODY 
(SAUDI ARABIA) INFORMED. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE -

UNEF FINANCING - YEMEN/CUBA AMENDMENT 

USDEL CONSULTED 23 DELS IN EFFORT MUSTER SUPPORT FOR WITHDRAWAL 
OR DEFEAT OF YEMEN/CUBAN AMENDMENT TO UNEF FINANCING RES 
WHICH WOULD EXEMPT "MEMBER STATES WHOSE ECONOMY SUFFERS 
CERTAIN STRAINS BECAUSE OF MILITARY AGGRESSION AND OCCUPATION 
OF THEIR TERRITORIES" FROM CONTRIBUTING TO FINANCING OF 
UNEF, WITH FOLLOWING RESULTS: SUPPORT AMENDMENT - USSR, 

EGYPT, SYRIA; LEANING TOWARD SUPPORT - YUGOSLAVIA, 

ROMANIA; OPPOSE AMENDMENT - KENYA, FRANCE (AWAITING INSTRUCTIONS), 
CANADA, AUSTRIA, AUSTRALIA, BOLIVIA, BRAZIL, COSTA RICA, 

DR, GUATEMALA, NICARAGUA, URUGUAY; LEANING TOWARD OPPOSITION 
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- GUYANA, PANAMA; NOT AWARE OF PROBLEM AT POLITICAL LEVEL BUT 
WILL FOCUS ON IT FRG, ITALY; AWARE OF PROBLEM AT POLITICAL 
LEVEL BUT NOT CONCERNED - UK. FRG, ITALY AND UK REPS IN 
COMITE 5 OPPOSE AMENDMENT. DISCUSSION WITH SEN (INDIA) 

INCONCLUSIVE. 

CANADA, KENYA, TOGO AND GUYANA TO CONSULT ARABS TO SEEK 
MUTUALLY AGREEABLE WORDING OF OVERALL RES AND WILL DISCUSS 
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DELETING "AGGRESSION AND" FROM YEMEN/CUBA AMENDMENT AND SEEK 
AGREEMENT ON "COLLECTIVE RESPONSIBILITY." KIKIC (YUGOSLAVIA) 

TOLD DELOFF YUGOSLAVIA REMAINS COSPONSOR OF 35-POWER DRAFT 
BUT THAT HAD NO IMPLICATIONS FOR GOY STAND ON YEMEN/CUBA 
AMENDMENT. 

WHEN AMB BENNETT STRESSED US OPPOSITION TO YAR/CUBAN 
AMENDMENT AND SAID US WOULD HAVE TO CONSIDER VERY SERIOUSLY 
WHETHER IT COULD CONTRIBUTE TO UNEF, MEGUID (EGYPT) STATED 
US BRINGING PRESSURE BY PUTTING MATTER ON TAKF.-TT-OR-T ,F. A VF.-TT - 
BASIS. BENNETT POINTED OUT BUDGET COMITE WAS NOT PLACE TO 
MAKE POLITICAL JUDGMENT WHICH SC HAD NEVER MADE, BUT MEGUID 
ARGUED THERE WAS NO REASON WHY BUDGET COMITE AND GA SHOULD NOT 
DO SO. MEGUID, AFTER FURTHER DISCUSSION, AGREED TO REPORT 
TO CAIRO, AND BENNETT REQUESTED HIM TO DO SO IN EXACT 
LANGUAGE IN WHICH US VIEWS PRESENTED. 

SAFRONCHUK (USSR) WAS IMMEDIATELY DEFENSIVE WHEN APPROACHED 
BY AMB SCHAUFELE. HE LATER SAID HE UNDERSTOOD US RESERVATIONS 
AND RES WAS IN PROCESS OF CHANGE. SCHAUFELE ASKED IF EGYPT, 

SYRIA AND JORDAN WOULD STILL BE RELIEVED OF OBLIGATIONS UNDER 
COLLECTIVE RESPONSIBILITY PRINCIPLE, AND SAFRONCHUK 
REPLIED HE UNDERSTOOD THEY ALREADY PAID. SCHAUFELE POINTED 
OUT US ALREADY PAID, US COULD NOT AGREE TO ANY FORMULA 
VIOLATING COLLECTIVE RESPONSIBILITY, AND SUGGESTED SOVIETS USE 
INFLUENCE TO HEAD OFF ANY SUCH ATTEMPT. 

AUSTRIAN REP TOLD AMB BENNETT HE ALREADY APPROACHED EGYPTIANS, 
STATING IF COSPONSORS INSISTED ON PUSHING YAR/CUBAN AMENDMENT 
IT WOULD BE MOST DIFFICULT FOR AUSTRIA. AUSTRALIAN REP SAID HE 
WAS WORKING ONCOMITE 5 STATEMENT ALONG LINES US POSITION. 
ODERO-JOWI (KENYA) AGREED COMPLETELY WITH US AND PROPOSED US 
AND KENYAN DELS WORK TOGETHER TO BLOCK YAR/CUBAN AMENDMENT. 
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SOVIET AMENDMENT (L. 1137), COSPONSORED BY BULGARIA, HUNGARY 
AND POLAND, TO 35-POWER DRAFT RES WAS CIRCULATED NOV. 20. 
COSPONSORS OF BRAZILIAN RES UNITED IN OPPOSITION TO IT AND 
REPORT GROUP OF 77 WILL OPPOSE IT. (CONFIDENTIAL - 
USUN'S 4928, 4937, 4938, 4951, 4957, 4967) 

DISARMAMENT ITEMS - 

AT MEETING OF 36 NPT PARTIES, DRAFT RES ON NPT REVIEW 
CONFERENCE WAS SUPPORTED BY SWEDEN, MEXICO, AUSTRIA, 

GHANA, FINLAND AND POLAND. ONLY DELS EXPRESSING RESERVATIONS 
WERE PHILIPPINES, IRAN AND ROMANIA. CONSENSUS FAVORED 
TABLING RES WITH MINOR CHANGES TO CLARIFY FACT PREPCOM 
HAS BEEN FORMED BASED ON IAEA BOARD 
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AND CCD AND AUTHORIZE SYG PROVIDE SUMMARY RECORDS. DRAFT 
WILL BE TABLED NOV. 21 WITH 22 COSPONSORS SO FAR, INCLUDING 
USSR, UK, US, CANADA, SWEDEN, MEXICO, YUGOSLAVIA AND OTHER 
ALLIES AND NON-ALIGNED. 

YUGOSLAVS REVISED THEIR DRAFT RES ON GCD AND ARE READY TO 
SUBMIT IT WITH COSPONSORS AFGHANISTAN, ARGENTINA, EGYPT, 
INDIA, INDONESIA, MEXICO, NIGERIA, PERU, ROMANIA, YUGOSLAVIA, 
ZAIRE AND ZAMBIA. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN'S 4952, 4954)

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PROTECTION OF DIPLOMATS - 
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IN FURTHER INFORMAL MEETING ON AFRICAN PROPOSAL ON EXCEPTION 
FOR NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS IN PROTECTION OF DIPLOMATS 
CONVENTION, CHAIRMAN GONZALEZ GALVEZ (MEXICO) APPOINTED 
INFORMAL DRAFTING COMITE OF UK, MALI, KENYA AND IRAQ TO 
DRAFT PROPOSAL FOR PARA FOR RES ADOPTING CONVENTION PLUS 
ARTICLE ON RESERVATIONS. GROUP LATER AGREED ON LANGUAGE TO

WEO'S CONSIDERED INFORMAL DRAFTING COMITE S TEXT, AND STEEL 
(UK) SAID HE AGREED COMMEND IT TO WEO'S, IRAQIS AGREED COMMEND 
IT TO ASIANS AND KENYANS TO AFRICANS. USDEL HAD GRAVE 
DIFFICULTIES, E.G., IMPLICATION THAT CERTAIN ONES HAD BETTER 
RIGHT TO SELF-DETERMINATION THAN OTHERS, BUT AGREED SEEK 
INSTRUCTIONS. SWEDEN HAD SIMILAR DOUBTS. BRITISH THOUGHT 
TEXT BEST OBTAINABLE, AND FINLAND AND NZ THOUGHT THEY COULD 
GO ALONG WITH IT. REPORTEDLY ALGERIANS CONSIDERED TEXT CLEARLY

TERRORISM AND ICJ ITEMS - 

BRITISH REPORTED AT WEO MEETING THAT COMITE 6 CHAIRMAN GONZALEZ 
GALVEZ (MEXICO) SUGGESTED IN VIEW LACK OF TIME ITEMS ON 
TERRORISM AND ICJ MIGHT BE POSTPONED, LATTER POSSIBLY SINE DIE. 
USDEL OPPOSED POSTPONING TERRORISM AS PREMATURE, AND CANADA 
AND ITALY AGREED. IRELAND, GREECE AND NETHERLANDS COULD 
ACCEPT POSTPONEMENT. ON ICJ ITEM, US AND ITALY OPPOSED 
POSTPONEMENT, WHILE CANADA AND GREECE ACCEPTED IT. AS 
RESULT UK WILL ASK CHAIRMAN FOR MORE TIME BEFORE MAKING DECISION. 

IN SEPARATE MEETING CONVENED BY NETHERLANDS, DUTCH SAID THEY 
DECIDED PREPARE DRAFT RES ON ICJ FOR IMMEDIATE SUBMISSION 
TO PREVENT KILLING OFF ITEM. GROUP AGREED TELL CHAIRMAN: 

ISSUE OF POSTPONING ICJ ITEM SHOULD NOT BE RAISED IN COMITE 
BEFORE NOV. 23; THEY STRONGLY OPPOSED POSTPONEMENT SINE DIE; 

AND THEY WERE CONSIDERING EITHER SHORT SUBSTANTIVE DEBATE 
AND RES OR AGREEING TO POSTPONEMENT TO NEXT GA ON CONDITION 
ITEM GETS PRIORITY THEN. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - 
USUN'S 4966) 
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SOYLEMEZ (TURKEY) INFORMED MISOFF HE WAS INSTRUCTED REQUEST 
NEW PREAMB PARA IN US DRAFT RES ON RATIFICATION OF DRUG 
TREATIES WHICH WOULD URGE GOVTS CONCERNED TO RATIFY OR ACCEDE 
TO 1971 CONVENTION ON PSYCHOTROPIC SUBSTANCES SOON AS POSSIBLE, 

AND SAID TURKEY COULD NOT SUPPORT, MUCH LESS COSPONSOR, 

RES WITHOUT IT. SWEDES, ORIGINALLY WILLING INTRODUCE RES,
